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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John beere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1. Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at 
issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kaler et al. (Kaler), US 2003/0048619. 

The Kaler reference discloses the method and apparatus for the 
dielectrophoresis manipulation of a polarizable object as claimed (see claims 1-12). 
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The reference does not disclose that the electrodes are nanoelectrodes 
which are elongated. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art to modify the size and shape of the electrodes, because such modification to 
the size and shape has been well settled to be within the skill of the ordinary 
arY\sar\. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Burke, article entitled, Nanodielectrophoresis: Electronic Nanotweezers. 

The Burke article discloses the claimed method and apparatus as claimed 
(see the entire document). Although the author of the article might be one of the 
claimed inventors, the applicants are still another within the meaning of the U.S.C. 
102. 
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Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.5.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hughes, article entitled, AC electrokinetics: applications for nanotechnology. 

The Hughes article discloses the method and apparatus for the 
dielectrophoresis manipulation of a polarizable object as claimed (see claims 1-12). 
The reference further discloses that the electrodes are nanoelectrodes which are 
elongated (see figures 5 and 7 on pages 127, 128). 
Therefore, the claims are anticipated.
